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PROJECT BACKGROUND

The Seattle Department of Transportation (SDOT) will
make improvements along S Jackson St between

20th PL S and Martin Luther King Jr Way S to enhance
pedestrian safety, improve connections and efficiency,
and help make this section of S Jackson St the
neighborhood'’s “Main Street.” In 2016, the S Jackson St
Corridor Improvements project was one of 12 selected
by the Levy to Move Seattle Oversight Committee to
be funded through SDOT's Neighborhood Street Fund
(NSF) program. The NSF program funds projects
requested by the community.

marked crosswalk between Dr. Blanche Lavizzo Park

m Additional pedestrian lighting along S Jackson St
between 23rd Ave S and 26th Ave S

m Painted curb bulbs with white plastic posts at the
intersection of S Jackson St and 26th Ave S

Funding comes from the 2015 voter-approved, nine-year Levy to Move Seattle, which will improve safety for all
travelers, maintain streets and bridges, and invest in reliable, affordable travel options for a growing city. The levy
includes $24 million to continue the Neighborhood Street Fund program over the next nine years.
